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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 102, 103, 105 and 124 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 102, it is not clear how the "normal operations mode" is demonstrated 
but not actually operated. Applicant's choice of words at this point is not clear and 
concise. It is not clear how a heater or valve can be demonstrated without actually being 
operated. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 102, 103, 105 and 124 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Warne in view of Fisher et al. 

There is disclosed in Warne a brewing apparatus, comprising: a heating element 
44; a plurality of valves 64, 70, 82; a manual control system 42 comprising: means 104, 
1 06, 1 08, 110, 112, 114 for selectively operating the apparatus in accordance with a 
"normal" operations mode in which the heating element and the plurality of valves may 
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be operated in accordance with a normal operation program; means 104, 106, 108, 110, 
1 12, 1 14 (same as above but used with secondary functions) for selectively operating 
the apparatus in a "program mode" in which operational parameters are changed (col. 
13); a "self-diagnostic mode" (col. 13, lines 41-43); and a display panel 100. 

Fisher discloses a programmable controller which allow operation of a heating 
device in a "demo-mode" which allows for operation without actual heating of the 
heating elements, a maintenance operation, and a regular heating mode with operation 
of the heating elements. 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to modify the control system 
of Warne with that taught in Fisher, in order to provide a "demo-mode" which would 
allow a user to learn how to operate the apparatus without actually powering the 
elements used in the demonstration, such as the heater. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 -6, 8-26, 28-31 , 33, 37-39, 91 -93, 97-99, 1 01 , 1 04, 1 06 and 1 08-1 23 are 
allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
